Tremendous Bank Robbery At- 
tempted.

THE BUKGLARS FRIGHTENED AWAY—FAILURE 
. OF POWDER AND LEVERS. 


- The boldest and most successfully planned 
attempt to rob a bank ever made in this sect- 
io he muntry was discovered in the 
ris 1 Bank of Covington, Ky., across 
hio River from this city, on Thursday 
morning. The bank is situated on the cor- 
ner of Fifth and Madison Sts., unJer the Odd ) 
Fellows Hall, which occupies the entire second 
story of the building. ‘Tne burglars forged 
ee open the doors to} the hall and remoy- 
ed tlie flooring above:the bank vault. which 
‘was covered with a conciete of bricks, cement 
and plates of boiler irov, in all over three 
feet thi¢k. This work must have occupied 
several nights, but the final plate was not cut 
through till last night. The burglars used a 
powerful pneumatic’ engine to drive the drills, 
of which they were supiied with several 
dozens, of all sizes, from those used by watch- 
makers and dentists to tho largest calibre. 
They worked under the safe- guard of a look- 
out man, who occupicd «station across the 
strect from the bank and communicated with 
his ‘“‘pals” by a cord laid like a telegraph wire 
between the ceiling and the floor of the bank 
and the hall above. They had rope ladders 
prepared and attached to the back windows 
of the hall to facilitato escape in case of being 
cat off at the front, They had finely temper- 
ed wedges of all sizes and leaden wallets to 
drive them between the doors of the safe,and 
after reaching the interior of the vault. in 
which the burglar-proof safe containing the | 
treasure was kept, they encountered the first 
serious opposition. Here their skill and in- 
genuity were put to the severest test, for they 
could not have commenced final operations 
ti wo of three O'clock in the morning, as the 
hall was ocoupied by the lodge until after one 
o'clock. The drills and wedges were used on 
the safe, and the four cans of powder contain- 
ing one pound gach, were uséd in the effort 
to blow it open. 
Fie rivets were sprung and the scams all 
started, Terrific explosions were heard dur- 
ing the night, but the cause was not suspect- 
ed, nor was any discovery made until the 
bank was opened for bnsiness, All the plas- 
ter had fallen from tho ceiling by the force of 
thé concussion, and the entire outfit of the 
barglars was found, indicating a precipitate 
flight just on tho verge of a tremendons suc- 
cous, for a few more blasts would have Jeft 


bare the treasures to the eager clutches of the 
gang. 
Dhe safe contained a large number of private 
Rint of bonds and considerable specie, be- 
sides the large funds of the bank, which tho 
officers will not enumerate now that they have 
escaped the terrible loss, ‘The treavure was 

- only reached to-night by exports from the 
manufactories of this city, as the safe was so 
twisted by the blasts as to defy openiry by the

Fishery Regulations. 

The new Fishery Law, us it effects this 
section, is embodied in the following, which 
publicity gratis out of consideration of the 
impecunious condition of the Government : 


CLOSE-SEASON FOR ONTARIO, 
Whitefish from 10th Nov. to lst Dec, 
Salmon Trout and Lake Trout, from 15th 

Oct. to 1st Dec, 

© Speckled Lrout, Brookior River Trout, 
from 12th Sept, to 1st Jan, 

Freshwater Herrings, from 16th Oct. to 
t Dec. 

Bass, from 10th May to 15th June | 
Pickerel (Dore), {from 16th April to 15ih 
May. 

Maskinonge, from 15th April to 16th 
May. 

No person shall, during such prohibited 
times, fish for, catch, kill, buy, or have in 
possession any of the above mentioned 
kinds of fish, 

ach person guilty of violatiog these 
regulations is liable to fine and costs, or in 
default of paymont is aubject to imprison- 
ment, 
Complainants will receive one-half of the 
fine imposed, and bo paid for their costa 
and attendance as witnesses, 
All well-disposed persons are requested 
to afford the local fishery officers whatever 
information and assistance they can tox 
wards carrying out these provisions of the 
Fishery Laws, 
The close-season for Fresh Water Hors 
rings amounts to total prohibition, for no 
fishing can be done in our Bays after the 
date permitted. This will create gront 
hardship among the poorer classes, who 
largely subsist by Herring fishing, and it 
ought to be changed.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE !! 


HICKS' FLOUR MILL BURNED, 


About seven o'clock, on Saturday ovens 

} ing, firo was obsorved to issue from tho 
| roof of Hiok's flour and grist mill, situated 
on the bank of tho rivor, about half a milo 
north of the railway crossing.

mill, as the whole of thovinside of the 
building was thoroughly on fire before the 
steamer reached tho scene, When. the 
alarm was first aounded the employeos of 
tho paper mill busied themselves ih.drench- 
ing the roof and south side of their builds 
ing, and by this means, aided by the wind, 
which was blowing in a southeasterly direc- 
tion, they were enabled to prevent the 
flamids from spreading until the arrival of 
the steamer, which soon got to work and 
completely subdived the flames, The mill, 
which was built of stone, was four and one- 
half storeys high, and is a total loss, tho 
walla in some places being completely burns 
ed througa, The loss isa severe one to 
Mr, Hicks, as this is the season when the 
mill could be run to the greatest advant+ 
age. The building contained between 
twelve and fifteen hundred bushels of grain, 
besides a large quantity which had been 
left by farmers and others to be ground, 
The building and grain was insured in 
several companies, but we were unable to 
learn the amount. Ford's paper mill was 
insured for $7,000 in the Western Assur 
ance Company. They wero unable at the 
timo of our visit to figure their loss. There 
was in the paper mill about one carload of 
paper, which had been ordered and was 
ready for delivery. It was completely satus 
rated by the water from the engine, but it 
is thought about oneshalf of it can be say= 
ed by being workod over.

Under the caption, *‘A Christian Patriv 
ot,” the Napanee xpress narrates a cifcum\ 
stance which will be of interest’ to many 
who have vivid recollections of the exciting 
eypats that occurred at the timo of the Fe- | 
nian raid ot Ridgeway. .We quote the fol- 
lowing :'—!*The lamented death‘of Bishop 
Richardson reminds us of many incidents 
in his honored life which combine to show 
more fully his noble attributes as 4 Chris: 
tian’ and a patriot, We cannot. relate 
them all, but'a referace to a local incident, 
fully remembered by mostof our Teuders, 
may not be out of place, During the ses- 
sion of Conference in Napanee, in 1866, the 
startling intelligence was flashed ovor the 
land that tho Fenians had actually carried 
into effect a threat often made, and 
crossed the frontier near Buffalo, A 
call to arms was sounded, and 
right nobly was it responded to by oar Vol' 
unteers. When tho first tidings of hostile 
movements reached here, the Conference, 
with the venerable Bishop presiding, was 
engaged in ordinary business, Tho old pa 
triotic ardor was instantly aroused, and 
tho armless veteran of 1812 could not re- 
strain his enthusiasm. He immediately sus- 
pended the rules, and organized what he 
called a ‘war session,” enjoining upon each 


member the necessity of earnest prayer for 
the brave men who had left their homes to 
drive from our soil a desperate enemy. The 
usual business of the Oonference was not 
proceedod with until the old hero was sat 
isfied that the victory was secure, Ho 
waited patiently at tho office for tho first 
intimation of hostilities, and when it came 
he was upon his knees betitioning the God 
of battlo to favor with his morcy and prot 
tection the cause of patriotinta and honors) 
Ho loved his native land next to his God, 
and never forgot his duty to either,”

THE BISHOP ELEOT LEAVING BROCKVILLE* 


Fully two thousand persons assembled 
at the Grand Trunk Railway station in 
Brockville on Saturday afternoon for the 
purpose of paying their respects to che Rev. 
Father O'Brien, Bishopielect of Kingston, 
who was about to take his departure for 
that city. Among those present were the 
Mayor and Town Council, a large number 
of prominent citizens, with the Bishop of 
Montreal, and many of the most eminent 
of the parish priests of Eastern and Central 
Canada. ‘Lhe Mechanics’ band discoursed 
appropriate music previous to the arrival of 
the train. ‘The Bishop-elect left Brockyille 
carrying with him the hearty good will, 
not only of his parishioners, buat of the 
public generally, On the departure of the 
train, the Hon, CO, F. Fraser proposed three 
cheers which were responded to with hearty 
goodwill. 

RECEPTION OV THE BISHOP ELECT, 
On the arrival of the Bishop elect at the 
depot at Kingston on Saturday afternoon 
at four o'clock, he was received by the Ro: 
man Catholic clergymen of the Diocese and 
the various Roman Catholic societies of the 
city of Kingston, who escorted him to the 
Cathedral, where an address on behalf of 
the laity of the diocese expressive of their 
love and esteein was prosented to him by 
Dr. Sullivan, Mayor of Kingston, to which 
the Bishop elect feelingly responded.

A Peterboro’ Tragedy. 


A MAN SENTENCED FOR ATTEMPTED ABOR- 
TION—A WOMAN'S ALLEGED FORGERY AND 
DRAFT, 


Several days ago, says the Spectator, an 
account was given in these columus of a 
tragedy in the County of Peterborough 
through which a young man named Abel 

M. Wigmore received a sentence of five 
yearsin the Penitentiary for sending a 
paper of strychnine to a young woman 
numed Hsther EK, Davis, with the purposo 
of procuring abortion. The evidence at 

the trial, which took place at the last coun- 
ty assizos, appeared conlusive; the letter 

in which the alleged had enclosed the 
strychaine having been produced and sworn 
to as being written by him, and the fact 
established that he had dispatched the 
missive and previously purchased the poi: 

son. A letter was produced in Court, in 

which Miss Davis had written to the young 
man after he had, as alleged, seduced and 
forsaken her, when she became a mother, 
and this letter, expressing in vivid language 
the agony ofa woman's despair and a keen 
feeling of love transformed to the bitterness 
of hate, no doubt, went far in convincing 
the jury of Wigmore’s guilt. But at the 
time of tho trial it was asserted that Wig: 
more was innocent, and that a harmless 
powder had been chunged by the crafty wo+ 
man for the powdor which was analyzed as 
strychnine.

He was reapectably’ dressed and appeared 
perfectly collected, answering ‘‘not guilty” 
in a firm yoice. Wheeler, on the other 
hand, is considerably younger aud appears 
less confident, His confinement seems to 
have affected him in both health and spirits. 
What the result of this trial will be, we, of 
course, have no means of determiuing ; but 
certain it is that the prisoners can not com: 
plain of the legal ability of their counsel or 
the efforts that are being made in their be- 
half, The Crown Prosecutor will endeayour 
to have Mariand’s case brought on to-mor 
mow morning if the defence is ready. Pub: 
lic interest in the proceedings does not 
seem to flag, large numbers being present 
at each sitting of the Court.

The poor 
woman was utterly defenceless, There 
were no men within hearing distance of the 
house and no witness but the daughter of 
decoased—a child of about seven years of 
age. Even the child docs not appear to 
hayo been in tlhe room ut the time of the 
first atthck ; but coming in immediately 
after the child heard the mother cry ‘‘ I am 
shot,” and she saw prisoner and deceased 
clinch, straggling as they wore thus em: 
braced towards the door, Deceased was 
frightfully mangled, 
Tho prisoner is about forty-seven years 
of age, with dark complexion, low stature 
aud light weight. He wears an appear. 
ance of sullen moroseness and during life, 
although-thrifty and capable of accumulat= 
ing means, he has been charactsrized by 
peculiar traits of character which marked 
him as’an unusual man—one who could not 
be relied upon. He was plainly but neatly 
dressed in the box this morning. He paid
